way Company. 
Washeim has been 


told that, upon making a showing 
directly to the railroad he had a valid 
and bona tide mining claim in the 
ground covered by th," railroad patent 
at the date the patent was issued, the 
railroad will deed the claim back to 
the government. 
This assurance has 


been given at all times, and is in lino 
with the established praftioe of tho 
company. 
The law says that 'known1 


mining claims shall be oxcepled from 
the operation of a patent. Therefore 
if any such claims were inadvertently 
included in (he patent in question or 
any oilier, they are the property of tho 
n'rson.s who had them located at The 
date of the patent. I'pon proof of this 
fact made directly to the company all

locates a mining claim under adverso 
conditions and lie should have 
not 


that the location of a valid 
claim, 


under the laws of Nevada is «asy; 
but this presumption arises because 
It is generally conceded that a loca- 
tion notice, . however
